th at tiny no rthern Euro pean co un­ 
try finds itself. 
There is talk in diplo matic cir­ 
cles th a t a mo v e to this effect 
m ight be a prelude to discussio ns 
fo r a separate peace with Russia. 
The Finns are believ ed to

"In view of the absence of a 
second front In Europe, the Red 
arm y alone is bearing the whole 
brunt of the war,** Stalin declared.

HARD JOB IN AFRICA 
T 
HE OBSTINATE resistance that Ameri­ 
can troops are meeting in North Af­ 
rica was to be expected. The Germans are 
veterans in desert warfare, used to the cli­ 
mate* and trained in every trick 
of the 
trade. Also they are being constantly rein­ 
forced. 
Oik of th e hardest jobs in this war is 
that of patrolling the Mediterranean, and 
seeing that Marshal Rommel does not add 
to his men and supplies. 
From Sicily to 
Tunis is but 80 miles, a distance easily cov­ 
ered by boats at night, and for plane-flown 
materials a matter of no time at all. The 
campaign thus becomes a series of ups and 
dov ns, the downs coming when a fresh 
batch of supplies eludes the Mediterranean 
patrol and reaches Rommel. This need not 
discourage Americans; it is just part,of the 
picture that must be faced. 


BLOCKS USE OF INVENTION 
W 
ASHINGTON — The J ustice Depart­ 
ment has been investigating a situa­ 
tion at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, where 
an invention patented by a civilian em­ 
ployee has not been placed on lend-lease 
airplanes. 
The employee is 
Weldon Worth, who 
has patented an invention for warming up 
airplane engines. 
Ordinarily, when 
an 
airplane engine 
starts cold and has to 
warm itself up, the sudden expansion of 
metal gradually lessens its life. The Worth 
patent is aimed to save this wear and tear 
and lengthen the life of the engine. 
Mr. Worth, being employed at the Air 
Force's big procurement and development 
center, gave his invention free to the army. 
However, a large part of U. S. planes 
are now sent to the Russians and British 
as part of lend-lease, and J ustice Depart­ 
ment officials say that Worth lias not per­ 
mitted his patent to be used on lend-lease 
planes without payment of a royalty. 
When V. S. companies, making lend- 
lease planes, seek to use this invention, 
they get a letter from Worth's law firm of 
Harris and Harris, Dayton, Ohio, remind­ 
ing them of the necessity of making royalty 
payments. 
Mr. Worth, when questioned by the 
Washington 
Merry-Go-Round 
regarding 
this, said it had not been decided as yet 
whether lend-lease planes were ‘‘commer­ 
cial". 
He also stated that the royalty he 
was asking was “ very reasonable” , and 
that it seemed nonsense to quibble over a 
small royalty when the cost involved in 
many lend-lease planes 
went 
well over 
$100.00(). 
Meanwhile 
the 
Government 
takes 
the position that since the patent was given 
free to the Army, the Government should 
not pay a royalty for its use on lend-lease 
planes. 
But the aviation plants 
making 
the planes say that Harris and Harris have 
warned them that a royalty will live to 
be paid. 
Therefore, 
since 
the aviation 
manufacturers cannot 
collect 
a royalty 
from the Government, the lend-lease planes 
going to Russia and England are simply 
not getting the benefit «*»’ the <**!‘rin« -warm­ 
ing invention. 
And in Russia they certain­ 
ly need it. 


POST-WAR RUSSIA 
COME PEOPLE are still alarmed about

Russia and its power after the war. 
I hey forget what has been happening to 
Rtissih in the last two years.

Stalingrad, Rostov and Kharkov, whether 
captured by the Germans or not, have been 
so battered and fire-swept as to be prac­ 
tically in ruins.

This, in my opinion, is 
considerably too low. in 1941 tne 
per capita per day consumption 
of the average adult American 
was 348U calories. 
In England, 
according to reports, the average 
adult gets per day 33UU calories. 
1 do not believe many adult 
Americans of a weight of 130 
pounds or over consume as little 
as 2800 calories per day. 
For 
most of us the breakfast is about 
800 calories, lunch is about 10oo 
calories and dinner about 1400. 
This is more or less of a minimum 
ration and under conditions of 
activity most of us eat more than 
this. 
Another objection which I ha\e 
is the recommendation that the 
averuge adult consume 60 grams 
of protein per day. Nutritionists 
in general, especially theoretical 
nutritionists, are obsessed with 
the idea of pushing down the pro­ 
tein consumption to the lowest 
possible point, but few of them 
recommend officially that less than 
100 grams of protein be taken per 
day per person. 
All the theory about G6 grams 
of protein started with a gentle­ 
man who w as the h -ad of the Phy­ 


siology 
Department 
at 
Yale, 
named Chittenden. 
He became 
convinced that he could live on 50 
grams of protein a day and he 
proved it by doing so for several 
months. 
He also took the Yale track 
team and during the training 
period put them on an average of 
66 grams of protein a day. Ac­ 
cording to his report they im­ 
proved in health and feeling of 
well-being constantly 
and 
dis­ 
played great prowess in their ath­ 
letic events. 


Room for Skepticism 
We may be permitted the s» kep- 
t cal wonder whether or not some 
of the boys didn’t sneak a little 
protein in on the sly and whether 
when that athletic season was 
over they all betook themselves to 
a boarding house or chop house 
wh ich was less rigorous than the 
training table and stuffed them­ 
selves up on rare steaks, eggs 
and lamb chops. 
For average conditions of liv­ 
ing, however. I do not believe that 
very many adults in the United 
btates would be at all comfortable 
or entirely healthy or content to 
stay on 66 grams of protein a day. 
1 hr.\e no doubt that it is possible 
to live or. this for an indefinite 
period, and Dr. Chittenden was 
sustained in his experiments by 
faith, but I am talking about 
maximum efficiency and comfort 
| 
and I believe most adults in the 
United States consume from 125 
to 13U grams of protein a day or 
more. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. D. M.:—You warned some 
time back about combining vita- 
i 
nuns in toilet articles, saying that 
vitamin D was absorbed by the 
skin and might do harm. 
Answer: I referred to the use 
of vitamin D in face cream when 
a good dial is used in one day. its 
use in soap is practically harm­ 
less. In some preparations of vi­ 
tamin D a toxic substance called 
toxicostcrol has been found. It is 
a poor fundamental principle to 
mix one sort of medicament with 
another—us face cream and vi­ 
tamins.

BLOCKS USE OF INVENTION 
W 
ASHINGTON — The Justice Depart­ 
ment has been investigating a situa­ 
tion at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, where 
an invention patented by a civilian em­ 
ployee hrs not been placed on lend-lease 
airplanes. 
The employee is 
Weldon Worth, who 
has patented an invention for warming up 
airplane engines. 
Ordinarily, when 
an 
airplane engine 
starts cold and has to 
warm itself up, the sudden expansion of 
metal gradually lessens its life. The Worth 
patent is aimed to save this wear and tear 
and lengthen the life of the engine. 
Mr. Worth, being employed at the Air 
Force’s big procurement and development 
i center, gave bis invention free to the army. 
However, a large part of U. S. planes 
, are now sent to the Russians and British I 
as part o f lend-lease, and Justice Depart­ 
ment officials say that Worth has not per­ 
mitted his patent to be used on lend-lease 
planes without payment of a royalty. 
When U. S. companies, making lend- 
lease planes, seek to use this invention, 
they get a letter from Worth’s law firm of 
Harris and Harris, Dayton, Ohio, remind­ 
ing them of the necessity of making royalty 
payments. 
Mr. Worth, when questioned by the 
Washington 
Merry-Go-Round 
regarding 
this, said it had not been decided as yet 
whether lend-lease planes were “commer­ 
cial”. 
Ile also stated that the royalty he 
was asking was “very reasonable”, and 
that it seemed nonsense to quibble over a 
small royalty when the cost involved in 
many lend-lease planes 
went 
well over 
$ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 , 
Meanwhile 
the 
Government 
takes 
the position that since the patent was given 
free to the Army, the Government should 
not pay a royalty for its use on lend-lease 
planes.

This is niure or less of a minimum 
ration and under conditions of 
activity most of us eat more than 
this. 
Another objection which I have 
it the recommendation that the 
average adult consume 60 grams 
of protein per day. Nutritionists 
in general, especially theoretical 
nutritionists, are obsessed with 
the idea of pushing down the pro­ 
tein consumption to the lowest 
possible point, but few of them 
recommend officially that less than 
IOO grams of protein be taken per 
day per person. 
All the theory about 66 grams 
of protein started with a gentle­
